DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

The danger of commercial revulsions will 
always be in proportion to the amount of gon - 
eral indebtedness, If the people of this coun- 
try owed no forelgu debts, it is manifest that 

e financial difficulties of our nations could 
have very little effect on our prosperity. If 
we were very deeply in debt, any sudden 
change abroad would react upon us with great 
force. We should be continually in fear that 
our ereditors would demand payment. With 
every clement of prosperity, except “square 
accounts,” we might be suddenly reduced to 
bankruptcy. Itis the same with farmers as 
with other menu. When they owe no debts 
they are independent’ When they have “ cre+ 
ditors,” they live in a sort of uncertainty which 
is harder to endure than the worst poverty. 
To what extent farmers in the West are in- 
debted, we have no means of knowing; but 
we do know that the present year has been the 
best in ten for settling accounts. Very few 
men intend to remain long in debt when they 
ask credit. They count ona certain yield of 
crops, and on a certain price. If every esti- 
mate should turu out to be exactly true, they 
would be able to meet their obligations. But 
the slightest veridtion disappoihts not. only 
themselves, but those to whom they have given 
their promises. The failure to pay one debt at 
a given time, may cause five others to remian 
unpald. Let the farmers of a given county buy 
goods extensively on eredit, predicating pay- 
meut on the expectation of large crops. 
the season turn out unfavorably—a late frost, 
a drought, a rainy month, and there is a great 
failing off in productions. The farmers can- 
not make good their promises. Country mer- 
ecants, depending on those promises, cannot 
redeem theirs. Importers, depending on coun- 
try merehauts, are brought down to the same 
level; and so the evil runs through all classes 


that farmers originate financial panics. We 
merely wish toshow how it is that the failure 
of one man to pay his debts ofien entails bank- 
ruptcy upon many others. Above all things, 


what a season may bring forth ? 

A reduction of expenses is equivalent to an 
increase of income. Now is a good time to look 
carefully over what we may call your stock in 
trade. Have you more horses, cattle or mules 
than you can profitably winter ?—sell the sur- 
plus. Fatting animals, bear in mind, do not 
take on flesh rapidly in cold weather; and out- 
door feeding is nearly the same as throwing 
away so much labor and provender. One se- 
vere cold rain or snow storm will waste more 
flesh on a steer exposed to the weather, than 
you can replace by a week’s good feeding. Are 
you ill-provided with stables and sheds ?—do 
not feed late in the season. In such a case, 
commence fieeding early, and quit early, even 
if the price is not always eatisfactory. If yout 
stock is sheltered, and your crops abundant, 
feed till the market is at ite best point. And 
here, again, remark how the carcful man has 
the advantage of his thriftiess neighbor. 

Do not think of buying more land. Be sat- 
isfied with what you have. The greater part 
of the recent hard times in the West could be 
traced to this cause. If you want to raise 
larger crops, cultivate better, rather than plant 
more acres. You will more certainly succecd, 
and you will have leas hard work. Keep the 

plow going in the fall till the weather a 
— Husk and crib all your corn be 
winter sets in. I' 3 firewood. Build 
sheds for your stock, if you have none already 
built. Give your boys — iris a chance to 
attend school this winter. Renew your sub- 
scription to the TRIBUNE as soon as it expires. 
Let nothing go to waste. And next spring you 
will be “all right,” and out of debt. 

IMPROVEMENT OF SOILS. 


In ascertaining the composition of faulty 
soils, with a view to their improvement by 
adding to their constituent parts, any particu- 
lar ingredient which is the cause of their un- 
productiveness should be icularly attended 
to; if poselble, they should be compared with 
fertile soils in the same neighborhood, and in 
similar situations, as the diflerence of the com- 
position may, in many cases, indicate the mest 

roper methods of - rovement. If, on Wash- 
a sterile soil, it wund to contain the 
ts of iron, or apy acid matter, it may be 
ameliorated by theapplication of quicklime. A 
soil of apparent texture, e ontalning sul- 
phate of iron, will be sterile; but the obvious 
remedy is a top-dressing with lime, which con- 
verts the sulphate into manure. If there be 
an excess of calcareous matter in the soil, it 
may be improved by the application of sandor 
clay, Soils too abundant in sand are bene- 
fitted by the use of clay or marl, or vegetable 
matter. Light sands are often bencfitted by a 
dresein “Peat, and peats by a dressing of 
sand ; though the former is in its nature buta 
temporary improvement. When are

matter is absolute 5 necessary in bringing 
them into cultivation. The best natural soils 
are those of which the materials have been de- 
rived from different strata, which have been 
minutely divided by air and water, and are in- 
timately blended together; and in im roving 
soils artificially, the cultivator cannot do better 
* imitate the processes of nature. 
| ROTATION IN CROPS. 


The rationale of rotation is thus given by 
Sir H. oe. “It is a great advantage in the 
convertible system of cultivation, that the 
whole of the manure is employed; and that 
those parts of it which are not fitted for one
